“Gun Collector?” 


On November 16, police investigated a domestic dispute 
at the home of Alan Overfield. They found crates of ammunition 
and hand grenades, Uzi sub machine guns, ‘semi-automatic hand 
guns, rifles, an armour-piercing anti-tank projectile launcher and 
an NPV-6 rocket launcher. The police confiscated Overfield’s “col- 
lection” because of unsafe storage. Today, the court will decide 
whether or not to return his weapons. 


Or Armed Neo-Nazi? 


Over the past 25 years, Alan Overfield has been connected 
to a wide array of white supremacist organisations and individuals.

He belonged to the Edmund Burke Society, along with 
Paul Fromm, a neo-Nazi school teacher a recent speak- 
er at a Heritage Front rally, and Don Andrews, who 
later formed the Western Guard and the Nationalist 
Party. 


Edmund Burke Society attacked anti-war demonstra- 
tions with sticks, stones, clubs, stinkbombs, and mace. 
Violence resulted in arrests and injuries on both sides. 
Members of EBS were also infiltrators and provoca- 
teurs in anti-war groups. 


Overfield ran as a candidate for the Toronto Socreds at 
a time when white supremacists controlled the party. 


Edmund Burke Society attacked a Quebec liberal party 
meeting at U of T with clubs, resulting in 2 arrests. 


Don Andrews, now leader of the Western Guard, was 
arrested and charged with an arson plot against the 
Israeli soccer team playing at Varsity Arena. Police 
found illegal weapons and a book on how to make 
bombs. He was found innocent except for weapons 
charges. In a separate incident, Andrews was convict- 
ed of window smashing, painting swastikas on syna- 
gogues, assault, possession of hate litereature, and ille- 
gal possesion of explosives. He spent 3 years and 6 
months in jail.

Western Guard fell apart. Later that same year 
Andrews formed the Nationalist Party. By 1979. mem- 
bers include Overfield, Droege, and skinhead recruits. 


Wolfgang Droege, former Grand Dragon of the 
Canadian KKK, planned to install a white supremacist 
government in the Dominica. Weapons in 
the photo were captured during his arrest in New 
Orleans. He spent 8 years in jail for the attempted coup 
d'état. 

Overfield owns a bailiff /security company. Preston 
Manning, leader of the Reform Party, contracted 
Overfield to provide security for one of his Toronto 
speeches. For that event, Overfield employed members 
of the Heritage Front, a neo-Nazi skinhead group that 
attacks Jews, people of colour, queers, immigrants, and 
anti-racist activists. 


Overfield still employs the leader of the Heritage 
Front, Wolfgang Droege. 


A Threat to Public Safety! 


“Gun collectors” with so many connections to Canada’s violent 
neo-Nazi movement pose a danger to public safety. That police 
and the ARMY gave Overfield permits to own these weapons is 
outrageous. The state should not re-arm neo-Nazis.
